Time is drawing tihe Blood

iviHl stress is on for those 
donors who belong to partici­ 
pating groups. The American 
National Red Cross collects and 
distributes blood to hospital's 
throughout the United Stated 
and replacements are made 
daily in order to keep up the 
supply of blood.

During the first parl\ of the 
year when t:he blood is needed 
tihe most, it is the hardest to 
get. "The Torrance -Lomita 
branch of Red Crossq urgently 
requests people who belong to 
participating groups to fill their 
quota of ten pints at each blood 
bank," said Mrs. Gordon S. 
Jones, Blood recruitment chair­ 
man. For "instance, a church 
group may have ten donors in 
February, bljt in March and 
April members of the group and 
their families use eiglit pints. 
Therefore, only two pints of 
blood are left. It is very neces­ 
sary then to donate again in 
June when the bloodmobjle 
visits Torrance again. "When 
you hear that old saying of 
"Blood is always needed" it is 
very true!" stated Mrs. Jones. 
"Calls are received every day at 
the local office." she added.
